Much has changed since the days 
when Liberals urged €dmonton- 
Centre voters to support then-dep- 
uty prime minister Anne McLellan 
in order to gain a seat at the federal 
government table. 

Before the Tory sweep of Alberta 
in 2006 and the Conservative mi- 
nority government, Liberals were 
almost as bare on the ground as 
they are now. When the Liberals 
were in power, that fuelled a sense 
of western isolation, so the call for 
residents to vote for her in order to 
get seat at the table was useful. But 
that call does not have the same 
resonance today. 

Incumbent Laurie Hawn, a former 
ee Canadian Air Force officer, 
ocked off the Liberal lawyer in 
2006. As a rookie MP from a region 

full of Tory representatives, Hawn 
hasn't held high-profile cabinet 
posts, serving instead as parliamen- 
ary secretary to Peter MacKay in

the Defence Department and as the 
government's representative at the 
Afghanistan committee. 

Taking McLellan’s place this elec- 
tion as the Liberal nominee is lawyer 
and consumer advocate Jim Wacho- 
wich, who has represented residen- 
tial stakeholders at the Alberta En- 
ergy Utilities Board. Donna Martyn, 
an educator on disability leave, runs 
once again as the NDP candidate. 

In 2006, Hawn won by 3,609 
votes, garnering 25,805 votes (or

44.9 per cent of the vote). McLel- 
lan gained 22,196 votes and 38.6 per 
cent to the vote, and Martyn placed a 
distant third with about 10 per cent 
of the vote. Since the high-profile 
McLellan isn't running for the Liber- 
als and the incumbent is now a Con- 
servative, this election's results are 
anyone's guess.

SEE felt a surge of optimism in the middle of 
the campaign, but as discussions about stra- 
tegic voting wore on and the utter futility 

of nurturing a meaningful national debate 
ina month's time became clear, our spirits 
dropped. The whole system seems flawed, 
from the apathetic non-voters straight up to 
the incumbent prime minister himself. 

The very existence of vote-swapping 
websites underscores how disconnected 
the federal election is from the actual 
communities electing representatives. That 
some Canadians would trust a total stranger 
at the other end of the continent to vote for 
a particular party in a secret ballot shows 
how little they trust candidates, and how 
divisively partisan Canada has become. 

But we are determined to be practical 
about this election, so in the following two 
iterns, we'll explain how citizen action and 
a couple of minor reforms would fix a lot of 
what ails Canadian democracy. 





While Canada’s electoral system certainly 
isn't a model of democracy, it's not as bad as 
having to fight a messy civil war to change 
the government. 

Voting really isn't that complicated, and 
you don't need a doctorate in political sci- 
ence to make a good choice. Simply consider 
which party best represents your values, 
and which local representative would do the 
best job of carrying out those values. 

Don’t worry about splitting the vote or 
making a compromise by voting strategi- 
cally. Do what you want. The voter is always 
right. 

Failing to vote, on the other hand, isa , 
complete abdication of your responsibilities 
as a citizen. 

As Ken Chapman, a local public policy 
developer, said at a recent democracy town 


| hallin Glenora, “If you are afraid to take 


your franchise, then screw you — you don't 
deserve it.” 
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There are numerous reasons why citizens 
don't vote, and it’s not because people are 
that lazy. 

For one thing, Canadian elections are 
far too short for substantive debate. The 
month-long campaign period lends itself 
to the announcement-a-day, six-second 
sound-bite discussions that really only 
reinforce voters’ assumptions. So the first 
order of business on Oct. 15 should be sort- 
ing out some way of lengthening election 
campaigns — whether that means a stricter 
fixed election law or an extension of the 
campaign period. And abstentions should be 
forbidden. (We're looking at you, Liberals.) 
Canadians elect you to vote, we pay you to 
vote, we expect you do your job. Otherwise, 
you should resign. 

Wait. Sorry — practicality was our original 
goal... How about a day off? Make the next 
election a national holiday. Some people 
might even use it to vote. 
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Where's The Emotion, The Issue, The Leader? 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 

EVEN AFTER WATCHING THE 
LEADERS’ DEBATE, I CAN'T 
WORK UP MUCH EXCITEMENT 
OVER THE FEDERAL ELECTION 





By this time next week, the federal 
election campaign of 2008 will be 
history. 

Why is it, then, that I don’t feel like 
we're making history? 

This election has been one of 
the most desultory campaigns in 
memory. With no emotional issue 
to galvanize voters (like free trade in 
1988), no pressing urge to throw the 
rascals out (take your pick of 1993, 
1979, 1957, or many others) and no 
exciting new personality to raise our 
hopes (Trudeau) only to dash them 
later (guess who?), the election of 
‘08 has been listless and pointless 

I've tried — oh, how I have tried — to 
get interested. But with the results in 


this politically stunted province not 
in doubt (many Alberta Tory MPs 
have spent more time campaigning 
in ridings outside of Alberta than in 
their own), it hardly seems worth 
10 minutes of my arguably valuable 
time to vote on Oct. 14 

To try to rev up my enthusiasm for 
voting, | watched what I could of the 
leaders’ debates last week, beginning 
in French. But after about 20 min- 
utes, | started to feel mal de téte. 

Listening to simultaneous transla- 
tion is like watching a dubbed Godz- 
illa movie, with Stephen Harper as 
Godzilla and Stéphane Dion as Mo- 
thra. | sometimes switched to CBC 
French to try to pick up a few random 
words left over from my high school 
French, but it seemed to me that ev- 
eryone was talking about grapefruits 
in the library, so I gave up. I did man- 
age to pick up a few stray words from 
Green Party leader Elizabeth May, 
spoke ... so .... deli- 
ber-ate-ly, like an elementary school 
French teacher, that I could under- 
stand her a bit. Still, the debate did 
not translate, and I gave up. 

The English debate was easier to 


because she .. 


understand, although no easier to 
watch. 


I never thought it would be pos- 
sible to feel sorry for the doctrinaire 
bully Harper, but it almost happened 
Watching Harper — with those ice- 
blue eyes, cruel mouth, slightly 
beaver-like teeth, and helmet of hair 
— get verbally smacked down on the 
economy and everything else made 
Almost 


After spending millions trashing 


him almost sympathetic 


Stéphane Dion via cowardly TV ads, 
it was nice to see Harper have to face 
the music. When NDP leader Jack 
Layton (who knows the answer to 


everything, and isn’t afraid to let ev- 





eryone know that) told Harper, “You 
either don’t care or are incompe- 
tent,” Harper looked like he wanted 
to reach over and pull Layton’s prissy 
little mustache out of his face, hair 
by hair. 

Dion did reasonably well, consid- 
ering his sub-Chrétient command of 
English. He actually seemed to get 
emotional over the Green Shift plan, 
which I think has done his party 
more harm than good. It might be a 
good idea, but I know for sure that 
it’s a bad idea to introduce something 
revolutionary and complicated in 
an election. Any policy that can be 
twisted into sounding like a tax hike, 


true or not, is death to a campaign 
(In the 2007 provincial election, the 
Alberta Liberals proposed ending 
the natural gas rebate program, and 
using the money for home energy 
retrofits. The Tories twisted that into 
the ludicrous threat of seniors losing 
their homes when they couldn't pay 
their heating bills. It was moronic, 
put I have no doubt it scared the crap 
out of a lot of older voters.) 

To his credit, Harper deflected 
most of the barbs thrown his way, 
put I think they landed during the 
discussion on Afghanistan. As the 
leaders pointed out, if Harper were 
prime minister when George Bush 
aunched his catastrophic war on 
raq — the New Coke of American 
political blunders — Canadian troops 
would be in Iraq today. It scares me 
that Harper was in lockstep with 





Bush on this fatal blunder, and it 
bothers me even more that Harper 
would not admit to being wrong. (As 
scary as that was, it was a child’s bed- 
time story compared to Jack Layton 
saying, “With Jack Layton as prime 
minister ...” ) 

Ultimately, the debate was neither 
enlightening 
How could it be, with five people, 


nor game-changing 


three of whom had no chance of be- 
coming prime minister? What we 
needed was a one-on-one with Harp- 
er and Dion, the only two men with 
a legitimate chance of becoming the 
next PM. The five-person format 
assured there would be no KO mo- 
ment like Brian Mulroney's famous 
demolition of John Turner in 1984.

Mary Agnes Welch, president of the 
Canadian Association of Journalists.

know everyone's covering this weird, 
goofy thing, but there’s this whole 
other story here that’s more substan- 
tial,’” Welch says. What's the editor 
going to say, she asks, especially after 
the six o'clock news has the story? In 
the hypercompetitive news business, 
reporters and editors can’t pass on 
splashy stories, and that does mean 
less room for substantive investiga- 
tive writing. 

Newspaper coverage depends on 
the big announcements of the day, 
and it’s not as if the party leaders 
have gone a great job of articulat- 
ing high ideas of national interest, 
Welch says. 


What We're Not Talking About 
But that could be part of the plan, 
says Roger Graves, a University of 
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Alberta professor who specializes in 
rhetoric. 

Elections with no central, unifying 
issue, such as free trade or separat- 
ism, tend to have lower voter turn- 
out, he explains, which favours the 
status quo. Graves also argues that 
the whole arts funding debate that 
has arisen this election has more to 
do with what Harper is not talking 
about — social programs and the GST 
cut — than his opinion of artists. 

And his criticism is based on dol- 
lars and cents, not left or right, he 
says. The arts funding cuts are a 
$45-million issue, whereas the GST 
cut is a billion-dollar issue that af- 
fects government funds, which in 
turn affects health care, child care, 
retirement, and all kinds of issues 
that are far more fundamental to Ca- 
nadians than arts funding.

“We get Margaret Atwood talk- 
ing about it in Edmonton,” he says. 
“That's news that gets out there.

Considering the pressure on jour- 
nalists to get the same story that 
other papers are running, can you 
imagine any media outlet ignor- 
ing the arts funding issue this elec- 
tion?

The Tyranny Of Polls 

For Duff Conacher, co-ordinator at 
Democracy Watch, a national advo- 
cacy organization working for dem- 
ocratic reform, the answer to the 
problem is simple: stop investing so 
much time and space to polls. during 
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the election. 

He's quick to point out that many 
news outlets provide excellent politi- 
cal coverage, but he argues that the 
proportion of media space given over 
to reporting polls is completely out 
of line with their importance. 

Instead of reporting a poll each 
day, he urges editors and reporters 
to cover one issue a day and sum- 
marize polling data once a week. Not 
only would that create a more accu- 
rate snapshot of the country because 


‘it would be based on more than one 


poll, it would also free up space, time, 
and money for delving into broader 
issues. 

“We have had a ton of media 
space dedicated to polls that said 
voters have not changed their minds,” 
he says. “That's a twisted way to 
cover politics.” 


According to his research for De- 
mocracy Watch, more than 200 polls 
have been reported since the last 
election, and you can count on one 
hand the number of polls that have 
shown the parties have gone up or 
down more than the margin of error, 
which is generally three to five per 
cent. When a poll appeared showing 
Harper up a couple points, and sub- 
sequent headlines said Harper's Con- 
servatives could form a majority gov- 
ernment, Conacher was outraged. 

The focus on national polls also 
downplays the importance of the lo- 
cal races, which are ultimately where 
voters’ primary concerns lay, he says. 
“We don't elect the prime minister 
States,” he says. “So you can vote 
minister, but you may end up actu- 
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ally helping the person who you least 
want get elected because your vote is 
only counted in your riding.” 

Welch understands the journalis- 
tic impulse to print the latest polling 
data, but she argues that newspapers 
have gotten much better at reporting 
the margin of error and letting read- 
ers come to their own conclusions. 
“We have a responsibility to tell read- 

rs ... how the campaign is shaping 
up in the rest of the country,” she 
says. “If we totally neutered polls, 
we wouldn't have any sense of how 
the campaigns are going, and that 
doesn’t do anyone a service.” 

And certainly, puffins, pullovers,

“Letting The Other Political Types Take Over” 


THE GREENS GOT INTO THE

Green politics in Alberta got its start 
around the kitchen table of Betty 
Paschen, a pioneer leader of the pro- 
vincial party. : 

Around half a dozen activists in- 
volved with the Edmonton Friends 
of the North Environmental Society 
would meet at her place down by the 
university. Over tea and homemade 
vegan muffins, they would trade arti- 
cles and documentaries, and discuss 
their different watchdog initiatives. 
The goal of the informal meetings — 
which went on for years during the 
early 1990s — was to keep the envi- 
ronmental movement alive. 

David Parker, a forefather of the 
Green Party in Edmonton and now 
a federal Green election candidate in 
€dmonton-East, was one of those in 
attendance. And now, as the Greens 
continue to gain mainstream support 
— ahem, Elizabeth May did get into 
the leaders’ debate — he marvels at 
the changing demographics. of who 
counts as Green. 

Back when he and Paschen got in- 
volved, he says, the idea of evolving 
into a credible party was embryonic. 
Most members found the political 
sphere disenchanting. “We weren't 
into strategy,” he says, “[and we 
weren't] constrained by the practi- 


cality of having to get elected, hav- 
ing to raise a lot of money and all 
that stuff.” 

Parker and his colleagues had 
tapped into the more ephemeral 
sides of the movement, but there 
was a longing to put something more 
tangible into practice. At present, the 
Green Party continues this. precari- 
ous evolution between its ideological, 
activist roots, and the newer side of 
calculated, pragmatic politics. And 
for many, this political bridle sug- 
gests environmental pioneers are 
handing over the reins of the very 
movement they started. 

“Maybe [the success of the Green 


cessful, longest-running Green Par- 
ties in the world ever since. 

Cameron Wakefield, who has run 
in one provincial and two federal 
elections, may be a good example 
of this new brand of Green think- 
ing. Raised in an emphatically Tory 
household, fiscal responsibility and 
the free market remain his watch- 
words.

Parker likens this transition to the 
one made in the late 1970s by the Ger- 
man Fundies — a group of politicized 
hippies who swallowed their distaste 
for organized government out of a 
need to gain mainstream support 
Leaders from disparate social move- 
ments pooled their resources. They 
cut their free-flowing hair and start- 
ed speaking through conventional 
channels. And people listened. Ger- 
many has had one of the most suc- 


considering her options this election, 
and the Greens are in the mix. She 
considered making the switch in the 
last provincial election because she’s 
concerned Alberta is failing to diver- 
sify — relying solely on resource ex- 
traction to bolster the economy. She’s 
considering the party once again in 
the federal election, and even went to 
see Elizabeth May when she stopped 
in Edmonton recently. And she’s not 
the only one. In the 2006 federal 
election, the party gained their high- 
est percentage of votes in Alberta.

been slow. Until 2006, for example, 
the Alberta Greens didn’t even have 
a phone number. Wakefield set up a 
virtual call centre system which au- 
tomatically forwarded calls to vari- 
ous party members’ houses.

Lots Of Talk, Not A Lot Of Decisions

THE ANNUAL ALBERTA

REVEALED A PARTY STILL

It was a tale of two parties last week- 
end as supporters of both the Alberta 
Progressive Conservatives and Lib- 
erals gathered for their annual gen- 
eral meeting and conventions. As Ed 
Stelmach and his long-ruling Tories 
nestled themselves in the seclusion 
of the pristine Rocky Mountains 
while holding their convention in 
the posh Jasper Park Lodge, the less- 
financially-endowed Alberta Liberals 
opted for a more modest (and afford- 
able) venue: a hotel on Stony Plain 
Road in west Edmonton. 

The Alberta Liberals were only 
able to attract about 200 supporters 
(a notably small gathering for a ma- 
jor political party) from across the 
province to Edmonton in order to 
elect a new party executive and dis- 
cuss the direction of their party over 
the Oct. 4 weekend. It was quite a 
contrast to conventions not too long 


ago where Liberal activists seriously 
talked about dislodging the 37-year 
old Conservative dynasty. 

At the same time as the leadership 
race is moving forward, a larger and 
arguably more important discussion 
is happening about the Liberals’ fu- 
ture, and it had a prominent spot at 
the “Turning Point” convention. 

The first morning of the conven- 
tion saw Alberta Federation of La- 


Later that day, Lougheed-era cabi- 
net minister-turned-Liberal  sup- 
porter David King moderated one of 
the weekend's more popular discus- 
sion sessions, during which he asked 
delegates to think about and discuss 
everything from changing the Lib- 
eral name to finding new ways of 
rebuilding constituency and party 
organizations, to even starting anew 
party altogether. There was little 


Candidates Dave Taylor and Mo €l- 
salhy have positioned themselves 
as protectors of the Liberal brand, 
and Taylor has even gone so far as 
to position himself as the “unapolo- 
getic Liberal” of the race. On the 
opposite side of the discussion is 
Calgary MLA David Swann, who is 
unapologetic about admitting the 
toxicity of the Liberal brand in Al- 
berta.

bour President Gil McGowan make 
a plea for cooperation between 
the Liberals and New Democrats. 
McGowan’s proposal was similar to 
the one recently voted down by New 
Democrats at their recent conven- 
tion. Though McGowan's proposal 
did not go to a vote, it generated 
quite a bit of discussion throughout 
the weekend. 
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consensus, however, between the 


diehard Liberal supporters and more: 


open-minded progressives, so it's 
too soon to tell whether the Liberal 
Party will move forward or continue 
its traditional approach to Alberta 
politics. 

Opinion was also split among the 
leadership candidates on the future 
direction of the Alberta Liberals. 





election, Swann has hosted a series 
of town hall meetings across Alberta 
and talked publicly about changing 
the party name and leading the party 
in a different direction. 

I'm sympathetic to Swann's argu- 
ment. With their party swimming 
in debt and receiving a 20-year low 
in popular support in the last elec- 
tion, Alberta Liberal supporters 


should not be afraid to embrace the 
discussions that occurred this past 
weekend. They should also remem- 
ber that with the Tories approaching 
their 40th anniversary in govern- 
ment, Albertans. who are serious 
about.changing how this province is 
governed need to start thinking and 
acting outside the box. 

Many Alberta Liberals are proud of 
having served as a strong opposition 
in the past, but even with a popular 
leader like former Edmonton mayor 
Laurence Decore, they have never 
succeeded in overcoming the Con- 
servative political machine. 

It is easy to rest on your ideologi- 
cal laurels, but it is just as important 
to remember that it’s not impossible 
for a young, energetic thinker to

A friend mentioned that 
Colonel Mustard’s Canteen, a 124 
Street staple and purveyor of unique 
lunchtime fare had launched a new 
dinner menu. Given the care | have 
known the Colonel to take with 
soups, salads, and sandwiches, | felt 
confident supper would go well. 

Im a classic bit of bad timing, my 
co-diner and | got seated in the

Canteen’s colourful, stylish environs 
just as two customers had a frank 
and testy discussion of the quality 
of their meal with a representative 
of the establishment. It seers they 
didn’t like their food much, a point 
the staffer didn’t want to concede. 
Eventually I realized this was none 
of my business — actually, I couldn't 
really hear what they were saying, 
anyhow — so turned my attention to 
the storied new menu. There I found 


For dishes made from scratch, our 
orders made a speedy turnaround 
The pleasant and attentive server 
was quick to deliver our salads to 
start and made with the fresh ground 
pepper. My house salad featured 
spears of red pepper and artichoke 
hearts tossed with romaine, spinach, 
and crisp shards of toasted pita in 
tangy red wine vinaigrette. Usually 
1 prefer to add my own dressing to 
avoid an overdose, but the kitchen 


As usual, my co-diner liked my plate 
better, so we swapped at the end 
Scarcely were the salad plates 
cleared when the entrées arrived, 
also attended with lavishings of 
fresh ground pepper. | wouldn't call 
the serving of pizza overly generous, 
but it was beautifully constructed — a 
thin pita-style crust that had been 
preserved from sogginess, topped 
with a rich lode of onions and roasted 
tomatoes, an underlay of the irides-

an attractive assortment of appetiz- 
ers, meal-sized salads, and entrées, 
but I was in the mood for something 
on the lighter side and settled on the 
caramelized onion and roasted to- 
mato personal pizza ($12) and a side 
house salad ($6), while my co-diner 
was drawn to the pan-seared salmon 
($17) and a side spinach salad ($6). 


had done a nice job with the propor- 
tions and the standout flavour of 
oregano was a pleasing complement 
to the sweet peppers and the briny 
artichoke hearts. The spinach salad 
across the table from me was done 
up in a slightly sweeter vinaigrette 
with copious real bacon bits and an 
entire hardboiled egg, tidily sliced. 


cent Macedonian roasted-vegetable 
condiment called ajvar (aka Gloria 
spread) and a judicious application 
of mozzarella melted on top. The 
onions were candy-sweet, an ideal 
counterpoint to the dark, garlicky 
tomatoes, earthy ajvar, and creamy 
cheese. It was fortuitously commen- 
surate with my appetite. 


My co-diner was also pleased with 
her serving of salmon, seared to per 
fection, lightly dusted with season- 
ing and served on a shallow pool of 
lemon-white wine sauce, which also 
tasted good with the tender baby po- 
tatoes and sautéed nest of spinach 
and onions or her plate. A forkful of 
the fish revealed it to be sensitively 
cooked, moist and substantial, which 
made my co-diner less eager to swap 
plates 

1 wish we'd been inclined to eat 
more, as the dessert selection at Col- 
onel Mustard’s is generally quite en- 
ticing. For that matter, I could have 
gone for another glass of the robust 
nero d’avola ($8.50) from their wine 
list, but then 1 would have had to 
put my head down on the table for 
a nap. 

While it's nice that I would feel 
comfortable enough there to do that, 
I think the Canteen may have some 
work ahead getting their regular cli- 
entele accustomed to a higher-end 
— and sandwich-free — menu. Judg- 
ing by our satisfying first encounter, 
though, the kitchen is up to it.

When was your first campaign? 

My first campaign would have been a pro- 
vincial campaign in 2000. Then.| managed 
Bruce Miller's campaign when he won, and 
| managed Kevin Taft's campaign in the 
spring when we won, and now I'm manag- 


ing this one. This is my first federal campaign 
and it scares the bejesus out of me. It's four 
times the size of a provincial riding. It's huge 
and you only get nine extra days to doit all. 


What does your typical day consist of? 

During the writ period it is very busy. So | try 
to be at the campaign office by about 8:30 
a.m. It's the first part of the day that you can 
kind of get your voicemails answered and any 
e-mails caught up on.

Can someone please explain the real 
purpose of Thanksgiving? I know 
that in the U.S. it's the annual cel- 
ebration of a misconstrued event 
that has been reinterpreted to serve 
the machinations of a centuries-old 
program of state-sanctioned racism. 
Or something. 

But Canada doesn’t have that 
poorly conceived yet rigorously up- 
held myth. Plus our Thanksgiving 
happens a month earlier than the 
Americans’. So, in the absence of 
any true purpose behind the holiday 
(as I see it, anyway), I’m making this 
year's Thanksgiving an exercise in 
democracy: follow my advice, and 
you can crack a bottle that will not 
only complement your meal but 
also stand as a liquid representation 
of your political party of choice for 
Tuesday's federal election. 


The Basic Rules 

[f you do a Google search for 
“Thanksgiving and wine,” hundreds 
of articles pop up saying basically the 
same thing: a traditional Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner requires a versatile wine 
to match the array of flavours, 
preferably something with a little 
sweetness. Off-dry Riesling, Chenin 
Blanc, and moderately-oaked Char- 
donnay are good choices for whites, 


while Pinot Noir (especially from the 
New World), Beaujolais, and Zinfan- 
del make admirable red partners. 
Rosé is also good, and you can never 
lose with a sparkling wine. 

Those are the traditional rules. 
But since so many Canadians (or at 
least the starry-eyed optimists) are 
hoping to break tradition with this 
élection, here are some other wine 
and booze choices‘to pair with your 
Thanksgiving debate. 


Conservative Party 

The Conservatives, with their em- 
phasis on sovereignty and support of 
increased military funding, require 
a wine with a similarly full-throttle 
approach. Obviously a wine from 
the U.S. is in order, given the Tories’ 
congruent policies with the Bush 
cabinet. And in accordance with the 
Conservative emphasis on science 
and technology, it needs to be a “lab 
wine” — something that has been 
engineered to taste the same, always 
and forever. Californian Zinfandel 
or a super-concocted, sweet 'n’ fruity 
Pinot Noir are your best options. Or 
you could say to hell with wine and 
choose a staple of Albertan Conser- 
vatives: a good ol’ rye and Coke. It'll 
get you to an appropriate level of an- 
gry inebriation and have you ready

dium fruit — medium everything, 
really. A nondescript Pinot Gris or 
Chardonnay from the Okanagan 
would fit the bill; try one from Tin- 
horn Creek or Gehringer Brothers. 
Make sure to buy one that costs less 
than $15, as this will ensure it isn’t 
anything too unconventional. A rosé 


Layton is out to “act on the priori- 
ties of the kitchen table, not just the 
boardroom table” — and the priori- 
ties of his working man are not likely 
to include a $100 bottle of wine. No, 
we're talking a generic house wine 
that sells for less than $10, like Mis- 
sion Hill’s red or white. Even better,

The ones made from apples would 
be especially good for a Thanksgiv- 
ing feast, try Domaine Pinnacle’s Ice 
Cider. For the main course, choose 
one of Quebec's proud, independent 
microbrews. Unibroue'’s line of beers 
is always a good choice, as they have 
enough body and structure to stand 
up to food.

I tell him there's a big indie-hipster 
moustache fascination going ‘round 
here lately — arguably embodied best 
by The Wet Secrets’ hit song “Grow 
Your Own Fucking Moustache, Ass- 
hole” — and Hiitz responds with his 
own facial-hair philosophy 

“Mine is simply a tribute to all the 
other men in my family,” he begins. 
“First of all, moustaches can never 
be a trend. Maybe some shady whis- 
kers can be accomplished as a trend, 
but a real moustache is something 
that stays; it takes time to get to the 
point. So it can’t just be a trend. [For 
the Romany people] it was part of 
a culture where every musician or 
dancer or any badass representative 
of that culture had a moustache of 
a chosen personal style. So that was 


the most flamboyant and interesting 
aspect of personal style 
“Then the 


started looking like a fucking clone, 


' He sighs 
90s came and everyone 


wearing the same black stuff with a 
cellphone.” 

As he says this, I recognize the 
stack of press kits from indie rock 
bands beside my desk reflecting 
precisely the uniform he’s talking 
about 

So what is it with this pseudo- 
Roma trend that people identify with 
here? 

Hiitz explains that the Gypsies were 
among the first global cultures that 
weren't focused on empire-building: 
“It wasn't just nomadic forces that 
came to steal your women and hors- 
es, but it was a completely different 
approach, It was travelling tribes who 
were multilingual and multiskilled 
and who were pacifistic — which is 
what everybody's trying to become 
now, multilingual and multiskilled so 
they can enjoy the rest of the world 
outside their hometown. It’s a spiri- 
tual advancement.” 

And it's that 
that's kept Hiitz on his toes the past 


multiskilled-ness 


10. years since Gogol Bordello’s in- 
ception. From starring in films like 
2005's Everything Is Illuminated, to 
starring and contributing dialogue 
and music as he did for Madonna's 
directorial feature film debut earlier 
this year, Filth and Wisdom, it's a 
wonder Hiitz has any time left for 
the band. 

“No more than three steps at a 
time,” he laughs. “If there would be 
120 hours in a day, I would consider 
one step at a time. But there is not, 
there is only 24. The only option 
is to keep things simultaneously 
going.” 

And go he does. He has plans for 
many a project in the future, includ- 


ing feature films, but next time he 
wants to call all the shots — much 
like another very famously musta- 
chioed man from Hiitz’ childhood 

“{Charlie] Chaplin was a demiurge, 
he was a complete renaissance man 
He channelled in every way: writing, 
acting, directing, music, everything 

he was the only American artist 
on Russian television, so | grew up 
watching a lot of Charlie Chaplin. So 
I naturally grew into this school of 
thought: wouldn't it be great to write, 
act, direct, write your music along 
with it, and do everything yourself? 

“As a matter of fact, I always 
thought it was weird that this one 
guy writes the script and another 
guy writes the music — that's fuck- 
in’ lame! I learned that the whole 
process is extremely divided. But | 
stayed wanting to write and direct 
and that's why Gogol Bordello is the 
way it is. Well, it’s broader than that 
because people in the band bring so 
much to it. They add so much. [The 
band] is the basic core of it, its my 
main activity, it's my home. It speaks 
for everything | do.” 

As for their notoriously riotous 
live shows, Hiitz says there’s a lot 
more to Gogol Bordello than a bunch 
of screeching Gypsies riding drums 
around the stage. 

“I don’t see it as a party — it seems 
like the party is the lowest denomi- 
nator in the whole thing, and people 
latch onto that because it’s digestible. 
Then they climb the whole ladder of 
it and some fall off and get stuck on 
some stage stuff. 

“Mostly, from talking to fans, peo- 
ple realize it's a much more advanced 
thing,” Hiitz explains. “It’s more of 
a soul-searching journey than any 
fucking party. And what would a 
party do anyway besides leave you 
with a hangover?”

laughs. When we were in Victoria, 
Carolyn [Mark] does her hootenan- 
ny, and there was a guy on the list 
called Dylan and she put me after 
him on the list so I was coming after 
Dylan.” He chuckles warmly. 

Despite the similarities, DeCroo 
differs from Dylan in at least one im- 
portant way: instead of going from 
acoustic to electric as Dylan did, De- 
Croo has taken a step back from the 
bluesy folk-rock of his previous al- 
bum, War Torn Man, and settled into 
a more subdued acoustic style. This 
change can be explained away by the 
albums’ different inspirations — War 
Torn Man, which was recorded live 
at Edmonton's Sidetrack Café, was 
inspired by DeCroo’s father and his 
struggles during the Vietnam War, 
while Mockingbird Bible was moti- 
vated by even more solemn issues.

“T think one of the reasons why the 
songs are so quiet on Mockingbird 
Bible is that, well, my dad, my grand- 
ma, and my grandpa passed away, so 
in the course of that year I lost three 
family members and that was really 
on my mind. I went out to Montreal 
and just hid out for, like, five months 
and wrote songs, and they kind of 
just came out quieter because I was 
in a different space.” 

Regarding the title, DeCroo ex- 
plains: “it's based on a quote from To 
Kill a Mockingbird, where one of the

central characters says that the only 
point of a mockingbird is to sing for 
us. It's a symbol of innocence and in- 
nocence lost at the same time, And 
Bible... well, this is kind of like my 
Bible, because the songs are coming 
right out of my life.” 

So what does the rest of Rodney 
DeCroo’s life hold for him? “I don't 
plan’ anything,” he says, “because |

life is short. I just want to do what I 
love to do.”

Now, don't get me wrong: the album's not terrible at all, It's just that it’s an 
opera sung entirely in Chinese.

Neo-folk singer/songwriter Rae 
Spoon releases a new album this 
month, an honest and revealing al- 
bum dealing in part with Spoon's 
identity as a transgender artist. His 
story comes from a few winters ago: 
he had been living in Germany but 
was invited to play in Whitehorse for 
a New Year's Eve show. 

“] started in Weimar, East Ger- 
many,” Spoon begins, “and went to 
the airport there the night before my 
morning flight, thinking the airport 
would be open all night. I showed up 
at 10 p.m., but found out the airport 
was only open for another half hour. 
So | went up to the German police, 
put on my most innocent face, and 
asked if they thought it was safe for 
me to sleep outside the airport.” 

Spoon, who is slight of build, 


laughs. “To them I must have looked 
really small; they let me sleep inside. 
It's a huge wartime, like, bunker- 
style airport, and I was alone with 
just these German police who were 
smoking all night. Eventually | flew 
to New York, then I was going to 
fly to from New York to Vancouver, 
but there was one problem in that I 
had screwed up and booked a flight 
a month later, on Jan. 26 instead of 
Dec. 26 — I got to the gate and found 
out I wasn't on the flight. I called my 
sister and she bailed me out, and | 
got a ticket that left via Phoenix, but 
not until the next day. So I spent the 
night sleeping on the floor in JFK 
Airport in New York, which I actu- 
ally really enjoyed, I was so tired.” 

I ask Spoon how he had possibly 
booked a flight for the wrong month. 
"If you do your own bookings long 
enough,” he replies, “especially when 
you're burnt out, you need to treat it 
as if you've done all of it drunk, even 
if you didn’t. You need to double- 
check everything 10 times.” 

From Vancouver (where he again 
slept overnight in the airport) Spoon 
chose to take the two-day Greyhound 
bus trip to Whitehorse instead of a 
plane “because,of who I am.” (Spoon 
is known for touring across Canada 
via Greyhound; until a few years ago 
he didn’t have a driver's licence.)

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However, this time he had a few res- | 


ervations about his famed mode of 
transport. 

“There's something about the trip 
to Whitehorse in the winter that 


makes you realize how not-invinci- | 


ble the Greyhound is. If you were to 
break down on that last leg you could 
easily freeze to death. But other than 
that, it was really relaxing. 

“This was before the death toll on 
the Greyhound, of course,” he adds, 
referring to the recent tuberculosis 
incident on a Greyhound going from 
Toronto to Detroit. But I’m willing 
to be the mascot for the Greyhound. 
I’m Rae Spoon and I don’t have TB. 
Everyone on the Greyhound is sort 
of cracking jokes about that these 





days — nervously. And of course 
there has been that stabbing last 





week, and the guy who got beheaded. | 


I think I could really help them with 
some positive PR.” After the New 
Year's show Spoon and Ivan Coyote 
(another transgender artist) drove 
six more hours north to Dawson 
City, and then did a tour of north- 
ern B.C, — in Spoon’s white hearse.

“Everyone was honking at 
us, thinking we were the bride and 
groom,” Spoon laughs. “It was kind

I think I woke Carolyn Mark up. Or 
at least the fact that I was calling got 
her up earlier than she might have 
liked. When I phone on the dot of 12 
noon — 11 a.m. at her home in Victo- 
ria — she is still grinding coffee beans 
and asks me to hold on a second. I 
do. 

While we wait, I can tell you that 
Mark’s fifth and most recent solo 
album, the easy-swinging country 
offering of Nothing Is Free, was re- 
leased back in 2007. Before, during, 
and after Nothing Is Free, she sang, 
toured, and recorded with plenty of 
friends and colleagues, including 
Neko Case, Corb Lund, and Luke 
Doucet. 

When the whirling of the grinder 
stops, Mark tells me that she’s work- 
ing on a new record with another 
Canadian act, the Toronto-based 
folk-rockers NQ Arbuckle. “It’s sort 
of the opposite of the last record,” 
Mark says. “It's all rock 'n’ roll and 
meticulous. Not breezy, rent-a-hall 
with your buddies.” She chooses the 
word “meticulous” carefully — using 
it the way one might use the word 
“interesting” after seeing a friend 
mount a one-man play exploring 


| what it would be like to be a block of 


cheese. 

But Mark does sound genuinely 
excited about the results of all that 
“meticulous” work. “I think it’s going 
to sound really good. They’re smart- 
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ing me up, those Toronto boys,” she 
says with a chuckle. : 

Throughout our 
Mark is quick to laugh and, to be 


conversation, 


honest, I get more laughter out of 
her than answers. When I ask her 
if she’s still partying just as hard as 
reported in the past, she replies with 
a second of hesitation, then a slightly 
embarrassed “yeah” and more gig- 
gling. I can imagine how her cheer- 
ful and energetic personality would 
lend itself easily to collaborations 
but Mark works just 'as well solo as 
she does collaboratively: “When you 
get lonely, you want to call somebody 
and when you get sick of people you 
want to be alone. It's like real life.” 

It's not likely the boisterous singer/ 
songwriter will be lonely anytime 
soon, considering her packed tour 
schedule. It starts with a run through 
Alberta and B.C. with Rodney De- 
Croo and His Convictions. DeCroo 
and Mark are sharing a band, with 
Mark playing piano for DeCroo and 
DeCroo partaking in the singing du- 
ties for Mark’s set. It's those onstage 
moments that really motivate Mark 
to spend all those hours creating in 
the studio. 

“I like the nerdy figuring it out 
part,” she says, “but mostly you gotta 
have something to do on the stage. 
I’m a performer. It's not like this 
burning passion that I have to get my 
words out, it's more like “Well, you 
gotta do something up there. What 
are you gonna do?’” Even though, as 
she’s happy to admit, Mark is more 
of a performer, there were moments 
in her past where music shifted ev- 
erything. “As an adult, it was going 
to see Jr. Gone Wild. I had the feeling 
like ‘Ahhhhhhh”” she explains, mak- 
ing a “religious epiphany” noise. “I 
finally heard the music that I thought 
would be out there. The sound — it 
was, like, this perfect sound.” 

And so she'll go back to the ardu- 
ous work of making an album with 
NQ Arbuckle in December. “And 
them [I'll] take over the world one 
drink at a time!”

“I quit my job two weeks ago,” says 
Rolf Klausener, songwriter and 
frontman of Ottawa’s The Acorn 
Now, it’s hard to describe what a 
shit-eating grin sounds like over the 
phone, but I’m pretty sure | heard 
one coming through the receiver with 
that statement. Though the energetic 
Klausener quickly mentions that the 
communications firm he worked for 
afforded him a lot of flexibility for 
musical pursuits over the past two 
years, he admits this fall was the 
right time to “take the plunge.” 

“We can certainly pay the bills 
when we're touring,” he explains. “I 
mean, not as much as a full-time job 
— at some point you kind of have to 
pick your battles. In the meantime 
need to focus on the band.” And 
quitting the day job might not have 
een possible without the funding 
granted to The Acorn to produce and 
promote their acclaimed debut full- 
ength, last year’s Glory Hope Moun- 
tain. The album — which garnered 
the band a spot on this year’s Polaris 
onglist, a U.K. label’s interest, and 
a U.S. booking agent and tour — is 





a sentimental yet poppy folk-romp, 
written as a tribute to Klausener’s 
Honduran-born mother.

wood), Klausener admits he’s feeling 
grateful at how good his band’s tim- 
ing was 

“We got a tremendous amount of 
really generous funding for that re- 
cord,” he says. “We got funding from 
City of Ottawa, the Ontario Arts 
Council Working with Paperbag, 
they received funding from FACTOR 
and the Government of Canada — so 
the promotion, production, making 
of that album was almost completely 
funded by the Canadian people. [’m 
never hesitant to acknowledge how 
incredibly invaluable that was.” 

In light of Prime MlInister Ste- 
phen Harper's comments regarding 
arts-funding initiatives, Klausen- 
er admits he's got mixed feelings 
‘Artists will find 
a way,” he says, “but that said, we

wouldn't have been able to promote 
it as well. Of course, word of mouth 
makes a big difference, but just 
the promotion funding alone was 
essential.” 

He goes on to note that the rich 
cultural scene in Canada is part of 
what makes our artists stand out in- 
ternationally. “When I tour in other 
countries, all I ever hear about is all 
these other musicians talking about 
how jealous they are of Canadian 
artists. It's common knowledge in 
the United States that 
musicians get funding for their art

Never mind that they can’t go to the 
doctor without putting their whole 
family into bankruptcy; they just 
can’t get funding for the arts. That 
sort of thing brings up the cultural 
profile of the country in ways that 


something like a transparent finan- 
cial plan doesn't.” 

Indeed, one wonders how many 
albums would never have seen the 
light of day if it hadn’t been for a few 
pennies dropped in from the feds 
“T'd love to look at the list of records 
that really made a mark over the 
last 10 years and how many of them 
were funded publicly, or had some 
sort of public funding,” Klausener 
says. “Interest in the Canadian arts 
has exploded since 2001 — that was 
definitely a big boom in 2001 with 
Arcade Fire coming out and Broken 
Social Scene. ... That boom in Cana- 
dian music, it brought up Canada's 
profile so high — you know that the 
outside world has this newfound 
interest in Canadian independent 
music, stronger than any other time 





in history. It's tragic to think that's 
something they would want to yank 
It doesn't compute. There's a lot of 
momentum right now in Canadian 
music; the thought that they might 
want to damage that seems counter- 
intuitive.” 

Though for every album that does 
get funding, there are buckets of 
bands that produce entirely on their 
own dime. “I think by nature artists 
are creative and will find creative 
ways to produce their art,” Klausener 
says, “but you know — I don’t want 
to complain — it'll be a lot harder. I 
mean, when you compare how much 
money is spent on the arts compared 
to something like the military, the 
arts is a drop in the bucket.” 

And poor Rolf would probably 
have had to hold on to that day job.

tences about what we want. 

But while the idea that a rally 
should need careful curation may 
go against the cliché that artists 
want all your money and none of 
your negative feedback, very few of 
us actually feel that way. Margaret 
Atwood, who showed up for a few 
minutes, told us right off that we all 
knew why we were there. I hope so. 
Because like it or not, times they are 
a-changin’, as the rambler mumbles 
to this day. 

Speaking of money, it struck me as 
optically unfair that in the upcoming 
WCMA Festival (Oct. 16-19), most 
of the dozens of showcase bands en- 
dure cover at the door, but don’t ac- 
tually get paid to play. The idea that 
they'd be paid in “exposure” by be- 
ing one of 50 bands nightly playing 
a 40-minute set seemed a bit weak 
So I called up WCMA executive di- 
rector Rick Fenton in Winnipeg and 
asked him about it. His answers were 
solid. “We wouldn't be able to put on 
anything like the WCMAs if we did 
There are an awful lot of showcase 
events now that actually charge 
bands to play, and we really don’t 
want to do that. We also help the 
bands who do apply to get in touch 
with FACTOR to get travel grants, 
we walk them through that process. 

“We're non-profit. We only have 
two full-time staff and a lot of peo-

concrete for people to look at and 


| connect with. Enticing or dazzling 
| art on placards held high, you know? 


And as much as | do like Maria 
Dunn, who slipped in a reference to 
gay marriage in her song, the oozing, 
out-to-get-laid soul of Vernacular 
Crackers or whatever the hell they're 
called just ain’t gonna pull anyone on 
board the ol’ funding train. I imag- 
ined Harper's Joe Supercan sitting 
in his living room again, shaking his 
head at all the hippie dancers. What 
we needed was some balls-out rock 
from one of the dozens of grant- 
travel-funded bands around town 
who largely showed up as nothing 
but white space — I'm sure in many 
cases with legitimate reasons like 
having to be at work elsewhere, as 
most artists do. A visit from the ESO 
wouldn't have killed us, either, with 
some whistling Shumka dancers. 
See where I’m going? This instead 
of chanting awkward, complex sen- 


ple working on a volunteer basis 
If we ever reach a point where our 
funding is there, I'd be the first one 
to do it. I’d love to pay $100 a head. 
We make a deal with the musicians’ 
union — and I know that’s going to 
raise a lot of sighs, but we contrib- 
ute to an overall pension fund: When 
it comes to the awards show, we do 
pay scale to the artists. We're try- 
ing to create sustainable careers in 
the West, based on a model of run- 
ning a small business — we work for 
the artists. The way that cuts to arts 
funding have been in the last couple 
months...” — and here Fenton laughs 
with a little terror — “...it sure as hell 
isn’t helping me in the coming year. 

“We still think it’s valuable to 
bring as many industry profession- 
als and fans to see those artists. We 
put as much money as we can to get 
the fans out, the best venues, the 
best backline, decent technical. It’s 
a $10 cover or $20 to get into ev- 
erything for the entire weekend. I 
think you can see that’s not exactly a 
land grab.”

We have 
Ken Finkleman, | guess, but that guy 
has apparently been cloistered in his 
home for the last three years watch- 
ing Federico Fellini DVDs. 

All this is by way of apology for 
the American-centric nature of this 
list of election movies, designed to 
get you in the mood for the Oct. 14 
showdown on Parliament Hill. But 
while there may be a lot of red-white- 
and-blue bunting in the background 
of a lot of the scenes, remember that 
politicians are an equally serpentine 
species on both sides of the border. 


ELECTION (1999)

takes this story, which fits so neatly 
into the man-versus-The-Man for- 
mula, and manages to make it not 
just tedious but also bewildering. 
All of the familiar dots are there — 
a scene establishing Kearns’ (Greg 
Kinnear) initial naiveté, a scene 
showing the lawsuit consuming the 
rest of his life, a triumphant court 
testimony celebrating the virtues 
of the common man — but there's 
no attempt to connect any of them. 
What's left isn’t even the outline of 
a cliché. 

The only other noteworthy aspect 
of this film is its utter contempt for 
anything that doesn’t shove the plot 
forward. The first lines of dialogue 
are about the car industry — spoken 
by a pastor, during his sermon, no 





windshield wiper, is proof that Win- 
chester’s formula isn’t as bulletproof 
as it sounds. This is a dull story, dully 
told, about a dull inventor who in- 
vented a dull device. 

In early 1960s Detroit, Bob Kearns, 
a thoroughly square professor of 
mechanical engineering, came up 
with the idea for a windshield wiper 
that worked on a timer, modelled af- 
ter the human eye — a big improve- 
ment over the all-or-nothing models 
that were the standard at the time. 
Kearns took his idea to Ford, which 
initially expressed interest but de- 
clined a partnership, only to suspi- 
ciously introduce their own inter- 
mittent wipers the following year. 
Kearns then launched a massive 
copyright infringement lawsuit that 
lasted more than a dozen years, and 
which he eventually won. 

First-time director Marc Abraham 


less — and within 90 seconds, Kin- 
near has come up with his inven- 
tion. That leaves 7,110 seconds (118.5 
minutes) and at least half a dozen 
time shifts to trudge through, but no 
character or anecdote can distract 
Abraham from his path to that guilty 
verdict; he’s an unthinking, unfeel- 
ing homing missile. = 

Kinnear is a fine actor, and it’s nice 
to see him in a leading role, but he’s 
much better than this kind of mate- 
rial (though I’m sure the New Yorker 
article the script is based on is much 
more interesting). How does Kearns 
afford to fight a 12-year legal battle? 
Why do his six children rally around 
him and seemingly abandon his 
ex-wife (Lauren Graham)? What, 
exactly, is the deal with his nervous 
breakdown? There’s no excuse for 
such a well-documented true story 
to have this many blank spots.

Beautiful Losers follows a once-ob- 
scure bunch of DIY artists from the 
early '90s who used to hang out at 
the now-famous Alleged Gallery in 
New York, owned by curator-turned- 
filmmaker Aaron Rose. Rose’s film 
doesn't ask or answer any questions 
about how art changes at the same 
beat as society. Instead, he follows 
these artists — future success stories 
like propaganda parodist Shepard 
Fairey, Thumbsucker director and 
visual artist Mike Mills, and skate- 
boarding prodigy turned photogra- 
pher and painter Ed Templeton — as 
each one describes their upbring- 
ings, influences, and philosophy 
of art. 

Unfortunately, they don't do it 
very well. It's strange how a group 
of talented people talking about their 
artistic development could say so 
much and have it mean so little to 
the audience. Beautiful Losers comes 


off as shallow at best, narcissistic at 
worst. And like so many documenta 
ries about art, Beautiful Losers fails 
to show art in artistic ways Disp ay 
ing artwork onscreen and inter pret- 


ing it via talking-head soundbites is 


not exactly a cinematic approach, 
especially when it's accompanied by 
slow, almost numbing music 

But Rose's style isn't the film's 
only flaw. After a while, you real 
ize that it's the artists themselves 


who are the problem: these skaters 


hip-hop heads, punks, painters, and 





filmmakers never more than super 
ficially touch on why they think so- 
ciety began to accept them, and they 
do so in increasingly self-important 
ways Instead of demonstrating to 
aspiring artists that art can come 


from anywhere, Beautiful Losers 
feels more like a group of “insiders’ 
telling the world how awesome they 
are 

If Beautiful Losers is about a group 
of artists expressing a similar type 
of inspiration in different ways, then 
Planet B-Boy (which also screens 
at Metro Cinema this weekend) is 
about a group of artists expressing a 
variety of motivations in one specific 
way: breakdancing. 

Benson Lee’s documentary follows 
breakdancing crews from all over the 
world (Japan, South Korea, France, 
as well as the United States) as they 
compete in an annual international 
competition known as Battle of the 
Year, It’s like watching America’s 











Best Dance Crew on a much larger 
scale, and at a much deeper lev 

Where Beautiful Losers focuses 
on artists instead of art, Planet B 
Boy does a great job of conveying 
not just what hip-hop culture is all 
about, but how that culture S 
depending on what part of the world 
you're ming from, Right from 
the first five minutes, Lee gets t 
work educating the audience about 
he different styles that each coun

Yep, I reckon €d Harris has one 
mighty fine western movie on his 
hands, purtier’n a cactus rose at sun- 
set and, of course, complete with all 
the requisite gunslinger speak. 
Okay, so thé “cactus rose” compar- 
ison is an exaggeration — it is a dirty, 
dusty western after all — but as far as 
westerns go it’s a beaut. After watch- 
ing Appaloosa, it becomes apparent 
that Harris (who co-wrote, stars in 
and directs the film) clearly misses 
the classic western; the ones where 
there are good guys, bad guys, and 
nothing in between except women 
causing trouble.

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down a palace corridor while bare- 
ly choking back tears.

People who produce television 
programming without the intention 
to make money are also known as 
Wayne and Garth. 

So, politicians, if you want to put 
money into the “arts,” then think 
carefully about what they constitute. 
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Thankfully, unless (until?) Bill C-10 
is passed, our fearless leaders will not 
be asked to make a value judgment 
that will affect the production of our 
nightly viewing. But even if they do 
there are no guarantees that we'll get 
anything new and innovative 

This fall, it seems that all we have 
to look forward to is much of the 
same as before: election coverage 
from both sides of the border. An- 
other season of Dancing With the 
Stars. Being a football widow on 
Sundays. 

I'm suddenly realizing that watch- 
ing the Outdoor Life Network on my 
52” is not the same as running in the 
river valley. I can watch Slice, or ac- 
tually go out for one. And don't get 
me started on the irony of Book TV. 

Life is short, especially when you 
fast-forward through it. And the 
bottom line is that my life is too full 
right now to press that pretty button 
(though sometimes I wish I could),

| have no idea what the Cannes 
version looked like, but whatever 
director Fernando Meirelles (City 
of God, The Constant Gardener) 
set out to fix, he clearly succeeded 
The newly voiceover-free Blind- 
ness is vividly shot and moves at a 
surprisingly nimble pace, bringing 
Saramago’s post-industrial fable 
about community and desperation 
to life with much more grace than its 
35 per cent Rotten Tomatoes rating 
would suggest. 

The film's premise, as is the case

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with many Saramago novels, is both 
elegantly simple and at the same 
time seems culled straight from the 
world of disposable pulp: in an un- 
named metropolitan city, and ap- 
ropos of nothing, people start to go 
blind. There is no root cause, and 
no other symptoms — and instead 
of having their vision fade to black, 
these victims see nothing but an 
endless milky white. The disease 
spreads so quickly that the govern- 
ment goes into full lockdown mode, 
quarantining the first victims in an 
unused mental asylum with little 
consideration of their rights or 
comforts. 

But here is where Meirelles, Sara- 
mago, and screenwriter/actor Don 
McKellar part ways with the trap- 
pings of the thriller genre. Rather 
than pull back and show global pan- 
ic from the usual perspective of de- 


| tached omniscience, we instead stay 


trapped in the asylum for almost 
three quarters of the film. Barely any 
news arrives from the outside world. 
We watch the helpless prisoners — a 
mix of Hollywooders (Mark Ruffalo, 
Julianne Moore, Glover) and rela- 
tive unknowns — flail about, trying 
to establish some kind of basic or- 
der amongst themselves while also 
relearning how to live without their 
most vital sense. 

Needless to say, they don't do 
well. The facilities quickly deterio- 
rate into an ever-expanding pile of

filth, as toilets overflow and garbage 


piles up in every hallway. It’s actu- 
ally somewhat more sanitized than 
Saramago’s version, though Cesar 
Charlone’s gorgeous cinematogra- 
phy makes every frame ring with a 
fierce, clinical white glow that only 
emphasizes the festering shit on the 
walis and floors. Moore's character, 
who has faked her blindness in order 
to stay near her husband, ought to 
be the key to their survival, but the 
vicious side of human nature soon 
takes over — McKellar’s car thief, 
and especially Gael Garcia Bernal’s 
self-appointed “king of Ward Three,” 
see opportunity where the others see 
chaos, grinning as they molest the 
women and hoard the meagre food 
rations for themselves. 

While telling this story in such a 
visual medium, where we can see 
everything the characters cannot, 
it would be easy for Meirelles to let 





his audience slide into a position of 
smug superiority. Fortunately, he 
has a few tricks to keep us on our 
toes. I particularly liked the shots of 
characters inching along seemingly 
empty spaces, only to have them 
collide with objects that materialize _ 
out of nowhere: stools become full 
tables, and we stay as disoriented as 
the prisoners. 

If anything, Meirelles and his 
editors didn’t go far enough in their 
cuts. The worst part of Blindness is 
the only surviving voiceover, which 
has the unfortunate position of clos- 
ing the film. As Moore's character 
looks out from her balcony amidst 
a growing aura of hope, and right 
as we're approaching the cathartic 
release that Saramago delivers so 
superbly in the novel, Glover's voice 
awkwardly intrudes, and you think, 
“Why couldn't this have been called 
Muteness?”

| footage himself and presented the 
| finished product to ABC executives, 


| who were understandably aghast at 


the final product and immediately 
cancelled the screening. Eat the 
Document has never been released 
except in a deluxe bootleg DVD ver- 
sion (!) which is now thankfully 
available online for all to behold 
Seeing the film 40 years later is an 
eye-opening experience. For 65 min- 
utes you follow Dylan and his 1966 
musicians (The Band) from train 
trip to gig to interviews to hotel room 
and back onto the train — an endless 
loop of exhaustion and exaltation. 
The film is edited in a jackhammer 
style that understandably was far too

threatening and dangerous for the 
American public in 1966; even today 
the film is extremely unnerving. The 
film's jagged rhythms mirror Dylan's 
fragile emotional psyche and you 
can see Dylan being caught up the 
momentum of death-wish fame that 
only his near-death motorcycle acci- 
dent could shake him out of. There is 
a shamanic ecstasy in Dylan's chaot- 


ic, haphazard telling of his own story 
which makes Eat the Document the 
best onscreen representation of Dy- 
lan ever. ‘ 

Musical interludes are reduced to 
snippets, but one gets to experience 
(amongst numerous riches) an in- 
terview with the Judas-yelling gen- 
tleman from the 1965 Manchester 
Free Trade Hall concert, Dylan and 
Johnny Cash composing at the pi- 
ano, Dylan and Robbie Robertson 
composing in their hotel room, and 
Dylan and Rick Danko trying to pick 
up indifferent Swedish girls. The un- ~ 
deniable highlight (seen as an extra 
feature) is a jaw-dropping 10-minute 
sequence of Dylan and John Lennon 
tripping on LSD in the back of a lim- 
ousine, a scene which is pretty much 
the definition of cool. 

Eat the Document is a film that 
contains but 
only if you're willing to disregard 
standard ways of “seeing” a-film. If 
you're willing to take that leap into 
the abyss, though, a world of magic 
and wonderment awaits. Do take 
that leap when the maestro returns 
to Edmonton on October 29.

To this big slug, 
who barely seems connected to his own 
body, everyone is expendable — informants, 
contract employees, agents. He's American 
callousness personified, and American in- 
competence, too: in spite of his technology, 
he's too far away to see what's happening on 
the ground.”

The Grapes of Wrath is an inarguable 
part of the canon of North American 
literature. Its reputation as a classic 
novel extends even to people who 
have never cracked open a copy — 
although how they've avoided read- 
ing it is a mystery, considering its 
ubiquitous presence on the curricula 
of many a high-school and post-sec- 
ondary literature class. 

John Steinbeck’s most well-known 
book was published in the spring of 
1939, before the formal beginnings 
of the Second World War, while 
America was still in the throes of the 
Great Depression. It's tale of the Joad 
family, poor Oklahoma farmers driv- 
en to desperation by drought and the 
economic difficulties of the agricul- 
ture business, won the author wide- 
spread fame, substantial sales, praise 
from no less a person than Franklin 


Roosevelt for revealing the plight 
of the common working American, 
and eventually both Nobel and Pulit- 
zer Prizes. The book became a pop- 
culture touchstone: Woody Guthrie, 
Bruce Springsteen, and Pink Floyd 
have all written lyrics inspired by it, 
Henry Fonda memorably brought 
Tom Joad to life on film, The Simp- 
sons parodied it, and a Canadian alt- 
rock band named itself after it. 

The book is so iconic that it rarely 
comes to mind when talk turns to 
legendarily censored and debated 
novels, but in fact, The Grapes of 
Wrath was at the centre of a furious 
censorship battle, as Rick Wartzman 
documents in his new book Obscene 
in the Extreme: The Burning and 
Banning of John Steinbeck’s The 
Grapes of Wrath. 

Wartzman focuses on the efforts 
of The County Board of Supervi- 
sors in Kern County — the very area 
that the story was sit in — to ban the 
book. They weren't alone in their ob- 
jections to Steinbeck’s novel. Some 
areas banned The Grapes of Wrath 
due to its strong language — mainly 
the supposed vulgarity of taking the 
Lord's name in vain, as well as a few 
“bastard”s and “bitch”es peppered 
throughout its pages. And that final 


scene with the bum drinking milk 
from Rose of Sharon's breast didn't 
help matters either. But, as Wartz- 
man reveals, naughty language had 
little to do with Kern County’s anti- 
Joad campaign. Instead, they object- 
ed to Steinbeck’s left-leaning poli- 
tics, and his critique of corporations’ 
increasing control over California's 
agriculture industry and his positive 
depiction of the movement to union- 
ize farm workers. 

Obscene in the Extreme is a de- 
tailed and highly readable account of 
a shocking example of literary cen- 
sorship directed at one of its most il- 
lustrious writers, Wartzman, whose 
previous book The King of Califor- 
nia delved into the rise of notorious 
cotton magnate J.G. Boswell around 
the same time period, is adept at 
using prewar California as a micro- 
cosm of local and national politics, 
unearthing what few remember and 
fewer realize as a dark chapter in 
American literary history. 

One of the great heroes in Wartz- 
man’s book is Kern County librarian 
Gretchen Krief. Even in her startling 
levelheadedness, she probably did 
not realize the.importance of her 
plea: “If that book is banned today, 
what will be banned tomorrow?”

Prints And The Revolution 





ART BOX MANDY ESPEZEL & JILL STANTON 


NOT EVEN THE THREAT OF 
“EYE PAPER CUTS” KEPT 
JILL AND MANDY AWAY FROM 


This week, Jill and Mandy check 
out the Edmonton Print. Interna- 
tional exhibition, which brings to- 
gether work by artists from all over 
the world, into two secretly beautiful 
~ buildings: The Capital Arts Building 
(10708-105th Ave.) and The SNAP 
Galleries (10309-97th St.). 


Jill: Well, Mandy, this week we find 
ourselves confronted by another ex- 
cellent showcase of printmaking and 
print culture. SNAP (The Society of 
Northern Alberta Print-Artists) has 
been babying this one for months, 
quietly and gently coaxing it into ex- 
istence, and then, bam! A world full 
of prints (literally) explodes onto 
our doorstep. How exciting! 

Mandy: Eye paper cuts all over 
the place. Yeah, this event is pretty 


amazing; I love that the printmak- 
ing comirnuhity in Edmonton is so 
incredibly ambitious. They’ve man- 
aged to bring some world-class work 
here for our humble eyes to take in. 
Your first thoughts about the show? 

Jills€ye paper cuts? That sounds 
awfully violent! I was impressed 
by the variety and beauty of these 
prints, and how well integrated 
they were into the overall show de- 
spite being so different in appear- 
ance. The tie that binds, of course, 
is that each of these images was 
produced using some form of print- 
making: silkscreen, lithography, re- 
lief, intaglio, and even digital prints 
abound. These techniques can even 
be combined, as in the small works 
by Shannon Collis, which feature 
relief, lithography, and collage. On 
the other hand, Daryl Vocat’s in- 
tense but impeccable silkscreening 
definitely shows that this old medi- 
um rivals even “modern” computer 
technology. 

Mandy: Ha — I like how you doubt 
computer technology's “modern” 
abilities, I really loved Vocat’s prints 
too. His style is pretty graphic, but 
there is just such a sense of hu- 
mour to them. (Bear hat?) The wide 
range of techniques you mentioned 
is what I really like about the show 
as a group — especially the way it 
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displays what an incredible range of 
mark-making printmaking involves. 
Also, there was a surprising number 
of physical works — that is, work that 
was not a flat image on a sheet of pa- 
per, but which was almost sculptural 
in nature. 

Jill: Definitely. | think sometimes 
print-artists get a bad rap for making 
works that are primarily flat. But a 
great deal of the work in this exhi- 
bition is three-dimensional. That's 
not to say that there aren't any tra- 
ditional two-dimensional works in 
frames; of course there are. It's just 
that they challenge your brains in so 
many ways; it doesn’t seem right to 
put them on the same level as simply 
putting pencil to paper. And it's not 
that | have a resentment for comput- 
ers, either. Well, actually ... let's not 
get into that. 

Mandy: I resent electricity. Okay, 
so I was really drawn to some of the 
more figurative work which warped 
or distorted the human figure, or 
played with how people can be rep- 
resented. Alexandra Haeseker's 
piece “I Am in Your Blood,” covered 
a whole wall with cutouts of female 
shapes accompanied by declarations 
such as “I am a librarian” and “I am 
all alone.” Even though it. may not 
have been structurally one of the 
stronger pieces in the show, it has 





a lot of power, and was one of the 
works I found most interesting. 

Jill: | think you’re right: that piece 
was really kind of exciting to look 
at. But to my pleasure, the aspect 
of the show that stood out most for 
me was the fact that no one piece 
stood out as being more amazing 
than the next; these works truly do 
represent a healthy cross-section of 
all that’s interesting in the world of 
print today. It makes you want to go 
home and make something. Or a lot 
of things. My only concern with the 
show is that it's housed in two dif-

ferent buildings about seven or-eight 
blocks away from each other. And 
while I understand there’s no way to 
cram everything into one gallery, | 
can't help but worry that one build- 
ing or the other might be missed 
by the people who come out to see 
the show. 

Mandy: In summary; we loved 
it. Plus, the walk between the two 
buildings is good for you before we 
all go into hibernation!

According to Ljubomir Erovic, tes- 
ticles are loaded with testosterone, 
earning them a centuries-long repu- 
tation as an aphrodisiac.

But Serbians aren't the only fans 
The Chinese believed that eating 
testicles on a regular basis boosts a 
man’s libido and cures impotence. 
The ancient Greeks thought that 
eating sheep's testicles before battle 
makes a man stronger. And the Ro- 
mans believed that eating the tes- 
ticles of a healthy animal will cure 
health problems with a man's own 
testicles. 

Erovic, who has been cooking 
balls for 20 years, says the tastiest 
testicles come from bulls, stallions, 
ostriches, and sheep. Boar testicles, 
he says, are crap. Again, I’m just go- 
ing to have to take his word for it. 
But given Erovic is also the founder, 
organizer, and driving force behind 
The World Testicle Cooking Cham- 
pionship (ballcup.com), which has 
been held annually in Serbia since 
2004, he no doubt knows his balls. 

Chefs attend the Championship 
from countries including Serbia, the 
Republic ‘Srpska (I’ve never heard 
of it, either), Greece, Finland, Nor- 
way, Hungary, and Australia. It’s also 
made the Guinness Book of Records 
as the event where a record amount 
of testicles are prepared.
